The basic unit is capable of read¬ 
ing 20 characters from each card. 

A program switch permits blanking 
out selected columns and introduc¬ 
ing pauses between any or all spoken 
characters. 

This card may also be made to auto¬ 
stop at any column. Front panel or 
remote control switching actuates 
the auto feed and cards are read in 
sequence. A unique feature is the 
repeat read which backs up the card 
in the reader for rereading as many 
times as desired. Advance from card 
to card may be switched from auto¬ 
matic to manual. 


Standard 80 column punched cards 
are automatically fed into a photo¬ 
electric card reader and translated 
to voice readout on the Model PD260. 
This portable instrument consists of 
a card hopper, photoelectric reader, 
logic circuit and an audio memory 
and amplifier. 


Numbers of characters are read out 
from the machine from a built-in 
loud speaker with adequate volume 
for normal office or shop use. 

The reader is a compact machine that 
can easily be moved to a convenient 
place of operation.
